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RUSTED STRAW FOR FEEDING 

Value Demonstrated by Experiments y1| 
Made by Canadian and Other 
Experiment Stations. 



Tlioro liiis evidently imt Ihmmi imich 
investigation on the effect of rust 
straw as to its fecjding vnlno. Most of 
the analyses niiule shr)w tliiit rust in- 
creases the feedinfj-vaUie 'if the sira\>'. 
The Dominion experiment station in 
ranada and the experiment stations iu 
North Dakota and Minnesota, have 
found that ilie nisti'd straw has a 
hirger feeding value than rust-free 
straw. The analysis made nt th<» 
Xortli Dakota experiment station one 
Year, liowever, showed thr.t the straw 
liad a decreased feeding value. The 
reason for an increase feeding valti(> 
Is explained Iiy the fact that the plant 
tirst produces (lie notirisluiiciit in the 
stem and leaves and later ptisses it u:> 
into the hejid to flU out the Iternels. 
The rust interferes w4th tills food 
passing up into the head. It has a 
liith' tlie Slime effect as culiting the 
grain for hay. 

The value of the rusted straw do- 
]iends on a i;i>i>d many fa(;tors. aiii'.n.ir 
which arc^ the time at wliicli rtist 
Btrikes the crnii. how the straw is 
cured, and wlietlier it has any shriv- 
eled grain in it. Cases have been re- 
ported in which animals have lieen 
harmed by being fed rusted strtiw. 

One way to determine if it is harm- 
ftil is to feed it to a few of the less 
valuahlc animals for a week or two 
and observe ilie enfct tliat it lias on 
tliem. Sonii> utlier roughage should he 
fed with the rusted straw and do not 
niid^e a stidden clianj^e from other 
feed to rusted straw. SliaUinj; the 
straw to remove the <lnst as far as pos- 
sible is also advisable. Observe the 
animals that are being fed rusted 
Str.'iw to see wliat (M"f"ct it has on them.

Common and Very Effective Remedy Is 
Dose of Castor Oil — Best to Feed 
Calf Twice Each Day.

The change of climate and milk 
should not cause a calf to scour, un- 

h'ss too much iiiilk of poor quality is 
given to the calf en route or after it 
arrives. Scours are generally caused 
liy iK-avy feedinp or by the use of cold 
or sour mills fed out of unclean 
buckets. In case the calf scours, I 
would cut its amountaof milk to about 
one-half and give a dose of castor oil, 
or a mixture i'>f salol and bismuth sub- 
nit rale. The latter is a conimou rem- 
edy and is very effecttye. 

The best practice is to feed the calf 
Iwii-o a d;iy. If you are milkin;: yotn- 
cows IJiroe times a day, the calf can be 
fed as often. Good results are liad by 
feeding the calf warm sweet milk Im- 
mediately after the cows are niH'-ed. 
If the <alf is of the .Jersey or Gu< fn^;-y 
brc' (1. eisht to ten pounds of v.iV.': ! 
day for 1lie first few weeks w 11 !• 
enough. If you have no way of ve r'' 
inc: the milk, it wotdd be a i;<ir)d idea » 
feed just a little more than half a g:; - 
Ion of milk twice a. day.

In Colder Sections of Cout-try Artifi- 
cial- Protection Should Be 
Given In Winter. 

In the colder sections of the country, 
wherever varieties not hardy enough 
to withstand severe winters are grown, 
Srapevines should be artistictilly pro- 
tected. Under such circumstances the 
vines should be pruned as soon as they 
becouic dormant. The system of prun- 
ing .vhould be such as to easily admit 
(;f layiiij? down the stalk and canes for 
next .scstson's fruit production. Tlie 
next step is 'to cover these parts with 
litter, leaves, oc earth iu such a way 
as to protect tliom from severe or re- 
prat(,'d fri'eziiiy and thauiir^ and to 
leave them covered until just before 
the season for growth the following 
spring.

It has been further shown that pork 
may be produced mof-e clieai)ly by 
adding: a small amount of laukage to 
a mixture of corn aud wheat than by 
feeding these feeds without such a 
supplt-'ment. 

For example, the cost of producing 
100 pounds of pork with corn and tank- 
age was 60 cents less than when corn 
alone was used. This would mean an 
ad<litIonal ]>r(jfit to the producer of 
^1100 or more on each carload of hogs 
fed.

A very excellent ration for keepinj,' 
young calves in good, tiirift^, healtli- 
ful, growing condition is one con- 
sisting; of e(|ual parts cracked corn, 
whole oats, bran and oil meal. This 
fed regularly and liberally in coiijunc- 
tion with clover hay will make them 
thrive well. The cracked corn fur- 
inshes caii)ohydrat»>s in sullicient itro- 
portion to keep llie calves iu excellent 
llesh and it furnishs heat for wai ininu' 
their bodies in cold weather. Whole 
oats arc very excellent for imparting' 
bfiiie and muscie-urowin;; material ; 
also stamina iu young calves. Cracked 
or shelled com and whole oats will be 
(lifiest(Ml Just as readily and eftlciently 
by calves under one year as will these 
grains when ground, and calves seem 
to prefer them imground.

Unequal Periods Reduce Quality and 
Quantity of Milk — Annual Out- 
put Is Much Less. 

In all thin;rs ret,'idarity is a good 
l)ractice, but in iiulking it is impera- 
tive. As a rule, the cow is milked at 
about five o'clock of mornings iu sum- 
mer and at seven or eight 6'cVock lii 
the moriunf; in winter. The 'evetiin^i 
milking is done very late in summer 
an<l very early in winter, The iinetjuaj 
periods are made for the cow "bj* ilii;i 
sun-to-sun milking, and as a conse- 
tiuence the (luality of In-r milk aud the 
(luaniily of tlie .same, as well a« the 
length of her armual ij^rlod of milk- 
giving, are reduced.

self, the darker colored soil in anoth- 
er pile, and the IxttLom in another. 
Cover the routs of the tree with the 
darker colored soil and stamp it down 
as ti;;lit as i)ossil,I(>. AVhou the soil 
is all in, invert the sod over tlie dirt, 
and dig some more outside loam for a 
top covi-rinpr. This ads as a mulch to 
consoivo the vegotahle matter. Tho 
roots will be deep and K<^t a ^ood start. 
Cut back the roots before planting so 
as to leave them lO or 12 inches long, 
no lon.ixor. The new roots start out 
from the place cut. 

I'ut some kind of vegetable matter, 
manur(<, if possible, on llie top of tliu 
j^roiind, or straw or grass of some 
kind, to hold the moisture until the 
trees get a start. After that mow tho 
grass in the orchard every year and 
imt it around tho tn'os, keeping about 
one foot from the tree tho first y*»ar, 
iind a foot fartlier off each succeeding 
year for five or six years. Tlie amount 
of vefrotable matter needed depends? 
upon llie soil comlitions. A poor pioci; 
of ground, of course, will need more, 
nmlcli, a strong .s(»il well lillod with 
humus less. Th^ idea is to build up 
the soil to make reservoir conditions, 
and that is done by tilling it with 
humus. It does not require very much 
vegetable majtter after once in good 
conditions.

Thoy are hard 
to got in shajie to si^ll when they have 
been forced to look out for themselves. 



Insect Injures Foliage by Sucking Out 
Juices of Leaves— Poorer Qual- 
ity of Fruit Results. 



Those who are troubled by bedbugs 
>vill find practical Information as to 
how to doul elTectively with these pests 
iy4>armW Bulletin 754, "Bedbugs," 
recently publislied by the department. 
In this bulletin C. I.. Marlatt of the 
bureau of entomology makes clear the 
habits of those insects which have a 
bearihg on tlieir eradication, and sug 
gests a number of simple household 
measures, as well as more radical 
methods, of getting rid of tiiem. Tli<! 
author calls attention: especially to 
the fact that these insects will migi-nte 
from an unoccui)ied to an inhabited 
house and points out that the fact that 
they ordinarily lude in the daytime 
makes it necessary to apply the insec- 
ticides in cracks in walls and floor liod 
crevices under wall paper, where the 
insects ordinarily are concealed and lay 
their eggs. Information as to the 
ability of bedbugs to withstand cold 
and to go wiiliout food for long peri- 
ods should be especially useful to tliose 
intending to move into houses long un- 
tenanted. 

Of the simi)Ier remedies tho ento- 
mologist says that benzine, kerosene, 
or other lighter petroleum oils intro^ 
duced into crevices by means of a' 
bru.sh or syrinj;e are iiorhaps the most 
efficient. Tlie bulletin also gives di- 
rections for fumigation with sulphur or 
I other chemicals, which will be found 
' economical and effective in cases of 
general infestation. 

i Those who have been bitten will find 
applications of peroxide of hydrogen 
useful in allaying irritation. Tincttn-e 
of iodine, in its ordinary or double 
strength, is also a good counter-irritant 
for use in cases of fleas, mosquitoes, 
bedbugs, or other insect bites. Iodine, 
however, siiotild be used with caution 

; on tlie tender .skin of small childen and 
on those who are affected with -or dis- 
posed to oczenilc disorders.

Custard Recipes. 
Steamed or baked custard : One pint 
milk, one-eighth teaspoonful nutmeg, 

[ two oirgs, one-fourth cupful sugar, one- 

[ eighth toaspoonfid salt. 

I Mix eggs as for soft custard. Strain 
into custard cups and steam until firm 
over hot water which is boiling gently. 

Another way to cook this custard is 
as follows: fetrain into custard cups 

• and place in a pan of warm water. 

; Bake in. a moderate oven until the 
custard is firm. To test a steamed or 
Itaked custard, slip a knife blade to 
the bottom of tlie cup in the center, of 
the custard and draw witliout turn- 
ing. If the knife is not coated with a 
milky substance the custard is firm all 
the way through and has cooke<l 
enough. Grate the nutmeg over the 
surface of tue custsird and cool before 
serving.

nearly all made on the underside of 

the leaves and the injury shows at 
once by the discoloration of the upper- 
side. 

A damaged leaf shows the irregular 
yellowing, but may still hang on to the 

vine. If badly damaged it lo.ses its 
ability to work, turns brown and falls. 
In severe infestations vines may be 
nearly or completely defoliated and in 
case of weaker vinos death may result 
to the infested plants. Of course, this 
lessening of the leaf surface reduces 
the vigor of the plant, stunts the 
! growth of the canes, diminishes the 
crop in amount and makes for a poorer 
auulity of fruit.

To make risotto, put a hnndfid of 
salt into a saucepan full of water. l*ut 
the saucepan on the lire and when the 
water is hot, but not boiling, throw in 
the rice. By throwing the rice Into 
hot butter in a pan before adding wa- 
ter to cook it, each grain of rice re- 
mains intact. I^et it boil about twenty 
minutes. Strain the rice, pouring tlie 
contents of the saucepan Into a strain- 
er. I'ut a sullicieiit <iuaniity of butter 
into a flying pan, when the butter is 
melted adtl the rice and mix well to- 
gether for two or three minutes. I'our 
the rice Into a dish and cover witli 
grated I'armesan choose.

Such 
frees have many advantages a; with 
/nji*J>T.n- implements of cultivation can 
l)o woru(;!(| jjt much less expense than 
formerly. 

In localities where deep gpow is the 
rule, rather than the exception, the 

tree with a hi^dier head v>ll! undoubt- 
t-tlly prove better adapted than one 
headed at less than four feet. 



Cheese Potatoes in Jacltets. 

Six large potatoe.s, two egg whites 
well beaten, one teaspoonful butter, 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls salt, 
one-eighth teaspoonful pepper, cheese, 
one-third cupful rich milk or cream; 
rub potatoes over with melted butter, 
then bake till tliorougldy done. Cut 
in halves lengthwise, scoop out potato 
and mash till all tlie lumps are out. 
Boat in the butter, milk and seasoning, 
and, when lluiVy, add tlie eyg whites. 
Tlicn refill the potato shells, smooth, 
and place on top of each a thin slice 
of American cheese, lleturn to oven 
to brown for about ten minutes, and 
serve at once. — Good Housekeeping.
